Execution. But all this has been to no Purpofe ; 
and Prince Eugene being arriv’d the 24th of laft 
Month near the City, fent a Summons by the Count 
of Beauford, attended by a Trumpeter, requiring 
them to furrender: Upon which the Mag'ftrates 
fent a Deputation to him of feveral Members cf their 
Body to make their Submiffion and carry him the 
Keys of their City. The Town and Caftle of Lodi 
fubmitted likewife on the Approach of a Derachment 
of the Army under Prince Eugene. The French

The Marquis of Vanbonne 
went from hence cn Wednefday laft to return to 
eur Army in Italy : He carry’d with bim a Sword 
the Hilt of which is fet with Diamonds of great 
Value, being a Prefent from the Emperor to P. Eu- 
gene, in Acknowledgment of the great Services he 
has render’d his Imperial Majefty in particular, and 
the common Caufe in general, by his expeditious 
Vigilance in marching to the Relief of Turin, and 
by the glorious Victory he obtain'’d over the Bne- 
mies Army, who bad bept char Place BeSoa'd near 
three Months and ahali Yefterday was celebrated 
at the Court, with much fplendor and rejoycing, 
the Anniverfary of of Charles III. who 
then enter’d into the 21ff Year of his Age: And 
this Joy was increas’d in the Afternoon by the Arri- 
val of Prince Pio, fir Aide de Camp to Prince 
Eugene of Savoy, with the Joyful News that in 
Confequence of the Victory near Turin, the Towns 
of Trino, Vercelli, Cazal, Chivas, I\vea, Crefcen- 
tino, Verue and the Fort of Bard, had furrender'd 
to the Forces of the Emperor and of the Allies ; 
that the Cities of Novara and Milan have done the 
like ; and that when he, Prince Pio, came away 
the Citadel of Milan had offer’d to Capitulate. We 
have not yet any News fiom the Armies under 
Count Guido Staremberg, and General Rabutin: 
but we receiv’d the ill News two Days ago, that 
the Governour of Gran had for want of Provifions 
been fore’d to furrender that Place to the Malecon- 
tents, and that he and his Garrifon are conducted 
to Comorra. The Inhabitants of Oedenburg have 
prefented a Petition to the Emperor befeeching his 
Imperial Majefty, to permit them to give a Sum 
of Money to the Malecontents, that they may get 
in their Vintage without any Moleftation: this 
Vintage promifing more than any they have had 
for feveral yegrs paft: but this Requeft has been 
deny’d.
